Would Mean Serious Struggle 


Vast Alien Interests in China Likely 
to Prevent Nation Going 
Bolshevist 

Chang Tso-lin has declared him¬ 
self ready to welcome any form of I 
popular republican government in 
China, but Is opposed to Interfer¬ 
ence by the Soviets. 

In China money can do anything; 

It is therefore conceivable that .if 
the Soviet government cares to 
spend money enough, the prejudices 
of Chang Tso-lin may be overcome. 

If China goes Bolshevist she will 
probably follow the example of her j 
prototype, and repudiate, all her ob-1 
ligations. However, in view of the 
vast alien interests in China, and the i 
rights vested by treaties in certain 
foreign powers, it is unlikely that | 
China will be able to become Bol¬ 
shevist without a serious struggle. 

There could be no talk of a con¬ 
quest of China such as aforetime she 
often suffered, though she always 
subsequently absorbed the invaders. 
But the Chinese warlords are so ac -1 
customed to compromise in face of 
superior military forces that the 
outside powers would be tempted to 
secure f>y invasion, and the tempor¬ 
ary occupation of strategic trade 
centres, adequate guaranties that 
the obligations* of China would be 
discharged. No grave military diffi¬ 
culties would attend such an opera¬ 
tion: but it would not hasten in the 
amicable way that America, Britain 
and other powers most desire the 
economfs and social development ot

today towards the rest of the world 
they would by this time have been 
largely forgotten or condoned. But' 
from the very outset, that govern¬ 
ment, which now voioes its fears 
that the rest of the world may be 
united against it, has turned its 
hand against civilization and or¬ 
ganized government wherever op¬ 
portunity occurred for it to make 
trouble. 


It is quite possible that had the 
policy of the Union of Socialist 
8oviet Republics been of a different 
nature, the opportunity would have 
come to their leaders to work out 
their domestic problems without 
constant dread of interference from 
outside nations. But from the first 
they have preached what they called 
world revolution, and not content 
with using that particular form of* 
demagogy for .home consumption, 1 
haye endeavored by means of plots 
and intrigues to make it a real fact 
wherever opportunity presented it— ] 
self. Bolshevism declared war 
the world—not war indeed of fleets 
and squadrons, but the more sinster 
of conspiracy, propaganda, and 
intrigue. This war has been prose¬ 
cuted notwithstanding the formal 
engagement on the part of the Soviet 
Government in its treaty with Great 
Britain rigidly to abstain from it. 

It is possible that the extent of 
these Bolshevist activities is exag¬ 
gerated. It is certain, however, 
that they are just as widespread and 
just as menacing as the resources of 
the Soviet Government and the con¬ 
ditions existing in the countries] 
menaoed permit. In nations in 
which prosperity and education are 
on a high plane, Bolshevism makes 
no serious advance. Even among] 
a people like the Chinese, although 
unquestionably present conditions 
are due largely to Bolshevist propa¬ 
ganda, it is wholly improbable that 


the economic basis of Bolshevism, 
namely Communism, will ever take 
extended hold. But even at that, 
the present situation in China adds] 
one more to the list of reasons why 
there must be a union, at least a 
tacit union, of organized govern- 1 
ments against the Bolshevist peril. 

“He that taketh the sword shall 
perish by the sword.’’ It is not 
probable that the world’s battle up- 
Bolsbevism will be prosecuted by 
the sword. There is no thougnt] 
anywhere of adopting military mea 
sures against Russia. But until 
there shall succeed to the firebrands] 
who have thus far governed that 
unfortunate country, men with 
ider comprehension of interna¬ 
tional lights and duties, it will re¬ 
main outside the pale of civilized 
nations, and continue to suffer from 
the business and economic aloofness] 
of the rest of the world —Christian 
Science Monitor.

Why The World Antagonizes 
Russia. 

The very well-informed corres¬ 
pondent at Moscow of the New York 
Times, Mr. Walter Duranty, reports 
the Soviet authorities as being ex¬ 
ceedingly anxious concerning the 
possibility of the creation of 
“Anti 8oviet Bloc.” Hs says that] 
they look upon the united action of 
the American and British flotillas 
at Nanking as indicative of a united 
front regarding Chinese affairs, and 
the development of the British anti* 
Soviet policy. They feel that if the 
western nations can be eo unified 
against China in revolution they 
can be equally harmonious in an¬ 
tagonism to Russia. 

It would hardly require any very 
extraordinary perspicacity on the 
part '’hf the Bolsheviki for 
them to vision such a united world¬ 
wide antagonism to them and to] 
their purpose. The world was not 
hostile to the Russian revolution. 
The regime of the Tsars was and 
still is regarded with aversion a- 
mounting almost to horror on the 
part of other nations. The atroci¬ 
ties which attended the revolution, 
while they shocked humanity, have 
passed so far into history that had 
the 8oviet Government maintained 
any sort of a reasonable conciliation

Passengers on the Canadian Pa¬ 
cific flagship “Empress of Scot¬ 
land,” now completing a world 
cruise, visited the ruins of the site 
of the old city of Panama destroyed 
in 1671 by Sir Henry Morgan, the 
famous English pirate. The ruins 
have come into the limelight re¬ 
cently on account of the fact that 
treasures valued at over $50,000 
have been discovered by a young 
English fortune hunter, Lieutenant 
George Williams.

Mrs. Southwick’s husband is an offi¬ 
cial of the Standard Oil Company 
at Hankow. During the great cruisa 
of the “Empress of Scotland" she 
visited about 20 countries and an¬ 
chored in over 26 world ports. 

Supervising 200 Norwegian set- 
tiers, including wives and children, 
from the districts of Nottoden, Hed- 
dal and Valdres sections of Nor¬ 
way, Eric Flatebo, chief clerk in 
the Canadian Pacific Railway offi¬ 
ces it UfeKgen, saw the settlers off 
for Winnipeg from the Windsor Sta¬ 
tion. Montreal, fifty of the party 
are going straight to relatives. Mr.
